In the year 1794 New Orleans was created a Bishop- 
ric. Fourteen years later, or in the year 1808, dioceses 
were established, and Bishops located at New Vork, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and. Bardstown, Kentucky. The i 
State of Indiana, and the whole northwest, was assigned 
to Bishop Flaget, the first Bishop of Bardstown. ö 

Next in order Episcopal Sees wert created at 
Charleston, South Carolina, in 1820; at Cincinnati in! 
1821: at St. Louis in 1827; at Mobile in 1829: at Detroit 
in 1833; at Vincennes in 1834. 

The territory now constituting the diocese of Fort a 
Wayne, as might be conjectured, became part of the 
diocese of Vincennes, which embraced the whole State 
of Indiana, and the eastern part of Illinois. The Right 

* Reverend Simon G. Bruté was selected as the first 
Bishop of this new diocese.
